All those disabled men, 


and in many Instances their relatives 
as well, must be personally seen and

Paris, April 2-1.—In n statement is- 


sued by President Wilson explaining 
his position on the Adriatic question 
he declares that Fiume cannot be- 
come n part of Italy. The text of the 
statement follows : 


"In view of the capital importance 


of the questions affected, and in or- 
der to throw all possible light upon 
what is involved in their settlement. 
I hope that the following statement 
will contribute to the final formation 
of opinion nnd to a satisfactory solu- 
tion. 


••When Italy entered the war she en- 


tered upon the basis of a definite pri- 
vate understanding with Great Britain 
:ind France, now known as tho pact of 
London. 
Since that time the whole 


face of fireumstiinoos has 
been al- 


tered. Many other powers, groat and 
small, have entered the struggle with 
no knowledge of that private under- 
standing. 


"Tbe Anstro-Hungarian onipirp. then 


the enemy of Europe, nnd nt whose 
expense the pact of London was to 
lie kept in the event of victory, has 
c-one to pieces and no longer exists. 
Not only that. Uut tho sovontl parts of 
that empire, it is agreed now by Italy 
and all .her associates, are to bo erect- 
ed into independent slates nnd asso- 
ciated in n league of nations, not with 
those who were recently our enemies, 
hut with Italy herself and the powers 
that stood with Italy in tho great war 
for liberty. 


"We are lo establish their liberty 


ns well ns our own. 
They are to he 


among the smaller states whoso inter- 
ests are henceforth to he safeguarded 
as scrupulously as the Interests of 
the most powerful states.. 


"The war was ended, moreover, by 


proposing to Germany an armistice 
nnd pence which should be founded 
on certain clearly defined principles 
which sot up a new order of»right and 
justice. 
Upon those 
principles the 


peace with Germany has been con- 
ceived, not only, but formulated. Upon 
those principles it will be effected. 


"We cannot ask the great body of 


powers to propose nnd effect pence 
with Austria and establish n new basis 
6f Independence and right ir, the states 
which originally constituted the Aus- 
tro-Hungarinn empire and in Ihe states 
of the Balkan group on principles of 
another kind. We must apply the same 
principles to the settlement of Europe 
in those quarters that we have applied 
in the peace with Germany. 


"It was upon the explicit avowal of 


those principles thnt the initiative for 
peace was taken. It is upon them thnt 
the whole structure of peace must rest. 


"If those principles are to be ad- 


hered to Flume must serve as the out- 
let of the commerce, not of Italy, but 
of the land to the north and northeast 
of tbnt port; Hungary, Bohemia, Rou- 
mania and the states of the new Jugo- 
slav group. To assign Fiume to Italy 
would be to create the feeling that we 
have deliberately put the port upon i 
which all those countries chiefly de- 
pend for their access to the Mediter- 
ranean In the hands of a power of 
which It did not form an integral part 
nnd whose sovereignty, if set up there, 
must inevitably seem foreign, not do- 
mestic or identified with the commer- 
cial and industrial life, of the regions 
which the port must serve. 
It is for 


that reason, no doubt, that Fiume was 
not included in the pact of London, 
hut there definitely assigned to the 
Croatians. 


"And 
the reason why the line of the 


pnct of London swept about many of 
the islands on the eastern coast of the 
.Yd'riniic nnd around the portion of the 
Dalmatian coast which lies most open 
to the sea was not only thnt here nnd 
there on those islands, and here nnd 
there on that coast, there are bodies 
of people of Italian blood and connec-

Dear Uncle and Aunt:— 


As I have a little time to myself 


I will take the pleasure in 'fulllllllng 
your request of a letter 
about 
my 


trip, so hero goes, 


I left Grand Rapids on March 28 


at 12.30 P. M. for Ca,mp Grant, Rock- 
ford, Illinois, and there were quite a 
number of boys on tho train going 
to Camp Grant also. 
We arrived at 


Rockford station the same day 
at 


11:30 P. M. We then got 
off the 


train and they marched us to camp 
which was about two 
miles 
from 


Hockford, 
After reaching the same 


wo were assigned to barracks ami 
Issued two blankets and then went 
to bed. 
The next morning .wo wore 


Issued a mess-kit, then had breakfast 
about 8:30 A. M. we were lined up 
for an examination, then 
had 
the 


rest of tho day off. The next inorn- 
ng at 8:30 we were lined up again 
for a shot in tho left arm as we call 
I, had tho rest of the day off, But 
.he next morning the most 
of 
us 


were so sick, that wo could not ge. 
up to oat. 
At that the first one was 


not so bad as the second and .third 
one as they wore atlll worse. 


We thon left camp tor Rockford 


station on April 25th for Camp Lo- 
gan, Houston Texas. 
We arrived at 


Camp Logan on April 29In at 10:3(1 
A, M. 
After getting off tho train 


we hiked about ono mile 
to 
some 


tents whore there wore no soldiers. 
After reaching the place 
we 
had 


dinner, which we were vory hungry, 
After wo had our supper we wore as- 
signed to a tenl which, we had to 
sleep on the lloor. 
About !):30 It 


began to rain and the water began to 
come in the tent so tho only thing wo 
could do was to stand up and try to 
put up with H for Ihe night. 
, Tho next morning we wero lined 
up again and assigned to a company 
which wiui tho 
108 
Ammunition. 


The officers askod us if 
we 
could 


drive horses. 
Some of 
the 
boyit 


could and some could not. 
Thoso 


who did not liko horses wore assign- 
ed to tho motor battalion, but 1 liked 
horses quite well so I wont to tho 
horse battalion. 


In the afternoon they gave us each 


a rlflo and then took us out to learn 
the Manual of Arms, but that seemed 
to be a start of hard life for mo, but 
soon got used to it. 


The next morning tho bugler woko 


us up at 5:45 for revollo, had break- 
fast at 6:30 then went lo the coral 
at 7:30 where we had to groom tho 
and water the horses. 
After tlut 


was done we had to clean harness 
and saddles which we did every day 
until we got everything clean. 
Of 


course that Job wasn't so bad as to 
be a K. P. for I was not in Iho habit 
of washing pans and scrubbing mess 
hall.

The weather was toggle. 
After a 


three day rule tho weather cleared 
up and then we saw that we wore In 
a convoy of fourteen ships and ono 
British deutroyev and as 
for 
oats 


wo had two buns per dav and some 
fish that was condomed by the medi- 
cal officer, so you can can imagine 
what It was and in other words k 
was a very light feed. 


The ocean was quite rough, Thore 


were quite a numhber of Iho boy.s 
that wore sick but as I said before I 
was only slek for one day, 
Wo ar- 


rived at Liverpool, England on Wuil- 
nesday, June 12th at 10 A. M. We 
stayed on tho boat until 
C P. 
M. 


Then we piled off the boat on Eng- 
lish soil, 
After another two mile 


hike to a railroad station whoro tho 
third class coaches wero waiting for 
us. 
Wo were thon assigned eight 


men to a coa.cn which was plenly for 
what room we had. 


Leaving Ihe station about 8 P. M. 


we arrived at Southhamplon, 
Eng- 


land. 
On Thursday, June 13lh at C 


A. M. we piled off the train and at 8 
A. M. we then left for a rest 
camp 


which, was about four miles on th j 
out skirts of town. 
Wo stayed at 


rost camps until Friday, June 24lh, 
At 1 P. M we took another boat lo 
cross the English Channel. 
At 8 P. 


M. we loft 
for France across 
the 


channel on a small boat called Viper. 


On Saturday, Juno 15th we arriv- 


ed at La Ham, 
France at 4 A. M, 


then piled off the boat and out to an- 
other rost camp, which wo had 
to 


hike about five- miles up a big hill 
that seemed liko twenty-five miles to 
us. 
We were told not to have a light 


of any kind as there wero 
German 


aviators flying around 
and 
they 


would find our camping position an I 
drop a few bombs. 


On Sunday, June 16th at 5 P. M. 


we left the rest camp for the railroad 
station where 
the 
wonderful box 


ears were wailing for us. The first 
thing we noticed which was painted 
on the side of each car, was eighty 
horses or forty men. 
They seemed 


lo be 8x16 feet and assigned 40 men 
to a car which we were supposed to 
eat and sleep in, but I must say vory 
little sleep we got on them. 
After 


four d<ays ride in those handsome box 
cars, wo arrived at Valdahorn sta- 
tion on Tuesday, June 18th, 
About 


6:30 P. M we got oft the cars and 
had to hike about two miles to some 
barrackb where they had real beds 
but that was a good nights rest. 


On Wednesday, June 19th at 6 A. 


M. we left Valdahorn iu motor trucks 
for Vulllafans where we stayed far 
about six weeks. 
We were the first 


American soldiers there and they did 
not have much room in their houson 
for us so wo had to sleep in barr,b, 
lo make room for all tho men. 
The 


people wore good and friendly to us, 
we also received our horses and hai- 
nesses in that town. 


On Friday, August 23rd we receiv- 


ed' orders to move. 
At 7 P. M, we 


left for Besancon. where we loaded 
our horses and wagons on tbe cars. 
After our equipment was loaded we 


wore assigned 40 mon to a car, must' 
have been short on cars. 


On Saturday 
August, 
2 ill; 
at 


12:30 P. M. wo left for tho Toul soc- 
loro, 
Arrived at Foug on Sunday, 


August 25th at 4 A. M. then slarled 
lo unload our equipment which did 
not take long, 
Wo'loft the station 


at 6 A. M. and started off for a camp 
which was about a nvo mile 
hike. 


After reaching the place wo had a 
good rest and at 4 P. M. wo received 
orders to move closer to the front 
which was about ten miles. 
That 


was a hike I never will forgot, we 
all had full packs and had to folow 
Ihe hoises. Afler reaching tho camp- 
ing .place In tho woods 
whoro wo 


woiu not allowod to light 
a match 


to lltul our blankets, so wo had to 
lay on Iho damp ground 
without 


any cover unlil Iho next morning, 


On Thursday, September 12th at 


7 P. M. tho big offensive opened up, 
which was our first experience of ac- 
tual conbul. 
Then after three/ days 


wo left for tho Belleau Wood, which 
afterward turned out lo be UNJ great 
Argonne offensive. 


On Thursday, Soplunibor 2Cth at 


2 A. M. Ihe biggest artillery lire that 
was over pulled off up to that day 
occurred thon. 
H sure was wonder- 


ful to see, the sky was nothing bu' 
one bull of llro and tho earth trembl- 
ed from tho cannons, wo then sorvort 
sixteen days on that front, 
Whili; 


diiferent divisions of Infantry wore 
rcliuvod, dually on Saturday, Octoboi 
12lh wort) were relieved and movoil 
back lo Jubocourt for 
a

On October 24th wo were told lo 


pack up so we would bo

jamee Nevin, of the State Conser- 


vation Commission, has the follow- 
ing to say regarding the handling of 
fish for spawning purposes, by the 
state employees. 
The Wisconsin conservation com- 


mission, through James Nevin, com- 
missioner of fisheries, requests 
the

facts regarding fish spawning: 


••A great many people are 
under 


the impression that many of the fish 
caught for spawning purposes die 
from the effects of the operation, al- 
ter being returned to 
the 
water. 


This is a mistaken notion, as great 
care is exercised in handling

so as not to bruise or 
-injure 


them.

others, depending on the length of 
time they must be held in dummies. 
What we call dummies are pens con- 
structed with small mesh ye^mg..

Two and a quarter billion dollars' worth of 


household goods In all France had been destroyed,

'like 'thirteen billion dollars' for everything. As 
the statisticians check over their figures there will 
probably be some alterations made on the grand 
total of thirteen billions. At present that item 
stands as the probable los\s in France,-to property 
In'-lands overrun by the Germans.

It barely takes the chill off an ordinary sized room 
Yet it is an expensive item because the French and 
English factories are not producing at full ca- 
pacitv yet and because when the stove has been 
manufactured it is difficult to transport it. 


Seventeen per cent of the personnel of the 


French railroad system was mobilized and has not 
vet been p»t back to work. Consequently there Is 
the spectacle of hundreds of trainlonds of vital 
necessities sidetracked and delayed indefinitely. 


The relief committees use their powerful Influ- 


ence to get hold of the stoves that can be found 
bv hook or crook In France. They endeavor to pet 
the stoves donated, or pay for them at cost prices, 
and are then able to either sell or give the stove 
to the peasant at a fairly low figure. Ten dollars 
is considered a fair price when a sale is made. , 


Throughout the work of Miss Anne Morgan's 


committee an effort is made to refrain from pau- 
perizing the peasant, which is difficult, because the 
peasant is inherently thrifty, and as a general, rule 
is very anxious to be pauperized. 
Pauperization, 


when viewed from the standpoint of a peasant 
who is n war sufferer, and whose money is always 
e-,rned at great expenditure of labor, is not an 
u't-lv word, or an undesirable condition. 
. 


°In fact M. and Mme.. Peasant by the hundreds 


will bring terrible tales of privation to the com- 
mittee workers in the hope that intensive pauperi- 
zation will set in at once. And.the committee has 
to go to some trouble to ascertain whether or not 
the tale of horrible misfortune Is true. 
Usually 


the mayor of the village or some of the thoroughly 
reliable inhabitants know perfectly 
well what 


should be done in the matter. And the committee 
women rely on tbe judgment of the French officials 
to a lar-e extent. 
They also have a pretty fair 


knowledge of the status oi hundreds of families 
in their section of France, which; roughly speak- 
ing is a group of 35 villages between Vic-sur- 
Ais'ne and Soissons, because they have been work- 
ing in this section 'a couple of years.

Convenient Wall Switch. 


A wall switch with a pull chain has 


been devised for use about hospitals

Cutry, a Typical Village.

the houses remaining habitable. The American 
women of tho committee peddle supplies In Cutry 
once or twice a week.

Inside, 
In the dark, ft small stove serves to kuop the place 
fairly warm.

Red Cross Work. 


Six big warehouses lire being established In 


France by the Hod Cross, and 'two In Belgium. 
For French relief work these storehouses nro lo- 
cated at Lille, Amiens, Laon, Chalons, Verdun, 
MoKleres, And the Belgian stations are at, Adin- 
kerko and Court nil. ,1-Iere tho supplies brought to 
Franca originally for use of the'American army 
are to be gathered and distributed In co-operation 
wll.li Ihe Freiieji government. There Is a vast sup- 
ply of stuff available. There are many motor- 
trucks and hospital supplies n'o longer needed by 
Ihe American Kxpodltiomiry forces. And they will 
assist the Fi'cnch people In their tremendous Job 
of reconstruction. 


Aiding 
In reconstruction hero in France, as 


viewed by a .majority 'ot tho Americans who are 
trying to help, Is a proposition of giving first nlcl— 
supplying n small Iron stove and some bedding 
and a l i t t l e food—and not taking on Iho actual re- 
pair of destroyed houses, except: to furnish when- 
ever possible such Items as a few yards oil oiled 
paper to patch up n few windows In order to give 
the French family one room that' can be warmed 
during Ihe cold weather. 


Stoves, for Instance, are very tllfllcult to obtain*. 


A. small sheet-Iron boater that would cost about 
$n In America, possibly loss, costs ,fl5 to $20 at 
tho usual French supply house,. 
It Is fin Inade- 


quate stove al best. It gives out very' little heat. 
It barely takes the chill off an ordinary slued room. 
Yet It Is mi expensive Item because the French and 
ICugttah factories arc not producing nt full ca- 
pacity yet, and because when the stove has been 
manufactured it la dltlleult to transport It. 


Seventeen per cent of tho personnel of the 


French railroad system was moblll/.otl and has not 
yet been p»t back to work. Consequently there Is 
the spectacle of hundreds of tralnlonds ot vital 
necessities sidetracked and delayed Indefinitely. 


The relict committees use their powerful Influ- 


ence to gftt hold of the stoves that can be found 
|iy hook or crook In France. They endeavor to get 
the Steven donated, or pay for them at cost'prices, 
and are then able to either sell or give the stove 
to the peasant at a fairly low figure. Ten dollars 
Is considered o fat'r price when n sale Is made, 


Throughout the work of Miss Anne Morgan's 


committee an effort Is made to refrain from pnu- 
perliilng the peasant, which Is difficult, because the 
peasant ia Inherently thrifty, andais n general, rule 
Is very anxious to'be pauperized.' Pauperization, 
when viewed from thu standpoint of n peasant 
who Is n wnr sufferer, and whose money Is always 
earned at groat expenditure of labor, 'is not an 
ugly word, or an undesirable condition, 


In fact, M. and Mine,, Peasant by the hujudrods 


will bring terrible tales of privation to the com- 
mittee workers In the hope that Intensive pauperi- 
zation will set In nt once. And the committee has 
to go to some^trouble to ascertain whether or not 
the tale of horrible misfortune Is true. .Usually 
the mayor of the village or some of the thoroughly 
reliable inhabitants know perfectly well what 
should be done In the matter. And the committee 
women rely on the Judgment of the French officials 
to a large extent. Thoy also have a pretty fair 
knowledge of the status of hundreds of families 
In their section of Franco, which; roughly speak- 
ing, Is u group of 85 villages between Vic-sur- 
Alsnc and Solssons, because they have been work- 
Ing In Ibis section 'a couple of years.

SoiiNhorc sconfs, sunsets, etc,, show 


up well In a photograph which Is tint- 
ed to an even pink. Yellow gives a 
pleasing effect for some prints, as do 
also purple and red. Tho latter Is 
especially appropriate for HreHldo In- 
terior scenes. To obtain those lints, 


expose gaslight paper In the usual 
way, 
develop and wash ofC the dcvol- 


opor completely, then dry (hn prints In 
tho dark room without fixing, When 
llu\y aro dry expose them to Iho sun's 
rays until a tint Is obtained consid- 
erably deeper than that which Is want- 
ed. Then llx the print In tho usual 
wny. Such prints nro as permanent as 
those made In the ordinary way. 


Another melhod Is to uso gaslight 


paper and print In tho sun. 
Expose 


until tho whole Inuigc is a dark pur- 
pic. Immorsij it lu an ordinary fixing 


bath, which will nt once tone and fix' 
It. Tho color of prints made In this 
way Is yellow, orange, pink, red or 
purple, according to how long the print 
was exposed to the sun. In both these 
methods good results can be Obtained 
only after some experimenting.—Fred 
0. Davis in 1'opular Mecluuilcs Mu-gu- 
ulnc.

Practically Every European Coun- 


try Short of Foodstuffs.

Water Are Called on to S«ve th» 


World From Starvation—We«t- 


ern Canada's Great Op- 


portunity. 


Considerable discussion Is taking 


place Jn the papers as to the amouut 
of money that the United States will 
have to pay for its guarantee of the 
price of wheat for 1919. The indlc* 
dons at present are that the treasury 
will not be affected. Instead of wlieat 
going down the outlook now Is that '.t 
will go considerably above the pres- 
ent guarantee. It Is not only the opin- 
ion of a man of the experience of .Mr. 
Hoover that gives weight to this as- 
sumption, but we have the glaring fact 
that there will be more mouths to feed 
for this year, and the next year or so, 
than there were in 1918, and the quan- 
tity 
of 
food 
will 
be little, if any. 


greater. 


The assumption Is based on the fact 


that Germany, Austria and Poland, 
nnd others of .the fighting nations, urn' 
able to secure food enough in the past 
two or three years, and still unable to 
supply it within themselves, will re- 
quire to be fed. The food can now be 
taken to them. For some time the sol- 
diers \vill require to be fed; Italy will 
have its demands. 
There will be ad- 


ditional shipping, some of which will 
be needed for requirements of India, 
hut it will also make ocean transput 
easier. Mr. Hoover is possibly better 
acquainted than any other individual 
observer with both the world's food 
needs and its prospects of supplylns 
thorn. 


He is naturally very close in touch 


with conditions on this continent and 
his position as virtual dictator of U>e 
distribution of American-grown food 
in Europe has given him a possibly 
unique insight into European needs. 


Mr. Hoover says there "'ill be no 


surplus from the 191S crop to carry 
over into 1919. Even under, normal 
conditions this would be a sudicientiy 
precarious situation, for there natu- 
rally never is any possible guarantee 
that one or more of the great wlieav 
producing countries in Europe inuy 
not experience a crop failure. 
Under 


present conditions, however, such lack 
of surplus is distinctly dangerous, for 
the very European nations upon whlcn 
that continent could normally rely for 
the great bulk of its wheat, that is to 
say Russia, Bulgaria, Serbia and Ron 
mania, will for obvious reasons be un- 
able'to supply their own demands for 
the coming year. 
In addition to this. 


Mr. Hoover points out that famine i:i 
fndia will call for a substantial pro- 
portion of the Australian surplus, an'! 
that, moreover, a considerable part of 
the Australian supply, which for lac!; 
(if shipping has boon accumulating iu 
rhat country..lias spoiled.
